Too Lazy to Work. 


Thus moralizes the New York Tribune 


We have recehed from Wilmington, N 
C., a fine illustration of the difference 
of human taste and opinion. A lad o 
color was sent to jail for non-payment o 
a fine in a case of battery, and bein 
kept for the proper time, was put out 
with the world "all before him where t 
choose"—a liberty which ho found a 
distateful as Adam and his wife found i 
of old. 
Ho Henry waited upon th 


Sheriff and besought a commitment to hi 
old quarters. All explanations of th 
uatiuo of criminal jurisprudence wer_ 
thrown away upon him. He wont back 
to the bastile, and at the moment of the 
latest advices was howling Leavily for 
incarceration and yearning once more to 
be a captive. Now, there is kindness 
and good feeling in \Vilniiiigton, as 
cTerywhere else; and a well-to-do hus- 
bandman, hearing of this case of juven- 
ile despair, besought tho youth to 
come and work on a farm, where 
he would find a home and raiment, 
a rileuty of food, and liberal treat- 
ment. But such prospect had no charms 
for one who had tasted the joys of a jail. 
The charitable proposal was rejected. 
•But, surely," remonstrated a citizen 
standing by, "working on a farm with 
enough to eat and wcnr is better than 
stajiug in jail, 1 think." Then it was 
that tho boy rose to the dignity of the 
occasion and aired his philosophy. 
'Well, I don't," said he. There are 
many lovers of laziness in this world 
who are not quite so frank. They make 
a -great fuss about undertaking some- 
thing; they sometimes play at working 
with «s,siduitj : they do nothing, per- 
haps, but complain that there is nothing 
to do; they assert that " the world owes 
them a living," and their only business 
is to try to collect the debt. In fact, it 
would be interesting to know how many 
of these public pensioners, who have 
never otherwise helped themselves since 
they were born, do actually contjjive to 
break into jail, when the season stops 
tramping or the lodgings in the station- 
house ate not to their taste.

Immigration.

18~>(j the Commissioners of Emi- 


gration in New York examined every im- 


1 migrant as to the amount of his means, 


and it was ascertained that the average 
cash of each of the 142,342 arriving that 
year was SOS 08, But it subsequently 
appeared that many immigrants, not un- 
derstanding the object of this inquiry, 
were careful not to report the full amount 


i of their means. Mr. Kapp, therefore, 
estimated the average amount brought 
by each immigrant at $100, and otbn) 
personal property at 1*5(1; total, §150. 
This estimate is believed by many to be 
beyond the facts, and Dr. Young esti- 
mates the average amount brought by 
each at $80. 
Assuming that the 422,545 


aliens who arrived in the United States 
in 1873, with the intention of remaining 
brought nn average of $80 each.Jtwil 
be seen that the immigration of thatyeai 
added $33,803,000 to the wealth of the 
country. Applying the same calculation 
to the total number of aliens arriving, 
wilh the intention of remaining, from 
the formation of the government to the 
beginning of 1874, and the result ir 
about i?712,000,<JOO as the total amonn 
contributed by immigration to the wealth 
of the country since its origin. But the 
economic value of the immigrant, arising 
from the addition to the industrial anc 
intellectual resources of the country is 
still greater. 
Dr. Young makes the 


average capital of each immigrant 8800
